YUGOSLAV CANDIDACY FOR THE PRESIDENCY OF THE 32ND GA, AND GOY 
DECIDED TO PRESENT AS ITS CANDIDATE MOJSOV, DEPUTY FEDERAL

TO USDEL THROUGHTOUT THE NEGOTIATIONS. FRG, FRANCE AND JAPAN 
INDICATED SERIOUS RESERVATIONS ABOUT SPECIFIC PARAGRAPHS, BUT 
WERE TENDING TOWARD ACCEPTANCE OF THE TEXT AS A WHOLE. ONE 
RESOLT OF THE G-77 CONCESSIONS WAS TO BREAK UP THE GROUP B

TEXT. DEC. 14, USDEL OBTAINED DELETION OF ONE PHRASE, AND, 
ACCORDINGLY. NOTIFIED SPONSORS IT WAS PREPARED TO 
ADOPT THE RESOLUTION WITHOUT A VOTE WHEN IT IS CONSIDERED BY

4. RESOLUTION ON DEBT PROBLEMS OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES - 

DESPITE EFFORTS BY USDEL, EC AND SWEDEN TO HEAD OFF THE LDC 
RESOLUTION ON DEBT PROBLEMS OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AND 
SUBSTITUTE A PROCEDURAL RESOLUTION IN ITS PLACE, THE SUDANESE 
CAME UP WITH A REVISED DRAFT ON DEBT WHICH BASICALLY DELETED 
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PARA 4 OF THE EARLIER VERSION TO WHICH USDEL OBJECTED STRONGLY, 

AND IT WAS APPROVED IN COMMITTEE BY VOTE OF 92-l(US)-28. IN 
DISCUSSION WITH THE SUDANESE REP, USDEL HAD STRESSED THAT THE 
RESOLUTION REPRESENTED SIMPLY A CONDENSED VERSION OF THE 
G-19 POSITION TABLED IN PARIS. EVEN WITH THE OP PARA 4 
DELETED, US AND OTHERS ARGUED THAT THE DRAFT WOULD PREJUDICE 
POSITIONS OF WESTERN PARTICIPANTS IN CIEC AND THAT INTRODUCTION 
OF THE RESOLUTION IN THE GA WASILL-TIMED, GIVEN THE DELICATE
